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REMARKS 

The Office has required restriction under 35 U.S.C.S § 121 to one of the following 
inventions: 

L Claims 1-9, 25-29, drawn to antibody compositions, classified in Class 424, 
subclass 130.1; 

II. Claims 10-21, drawn to a method of making an antibody, classified in Class 530, 
subclass 402; 

III. Claims 22-24, drawn to a method of treatment, classified in Class 424, subclass 
810; 

In response to the requirement for restriction, Applicants elect to prosecute, without 
traverse the invention of Group I, claims 1-9 and 25-29.
